Chancellor Makes Announcement to Reichstag. 
London, Dec. 12.— A wireless dispatch from Berlin 
savs that in his speech before the reichstag today Chan­ 
cellor Yon Bethman-Hollweg announced that Germany, 
together with her allies, “ conscious of her responsibility 
before God, before their own nation and before human­ 
ity,” have proposed to the hostile powers to enter into 
peace negotiations. 


Propose Restoration of Former Status Quo. 
Washington, Dee. 12.— Advices from Berlin to the 
German embassy here indicate that Germany’s peace 
terms, in a general measure, propose the restoration of 
the status quo before the war, with the exception of the 
establishment of independent kingdoms of Poland and 
Lithuania. They are understood to propose the complete 
restoration of the occupied portions of Belgium and 
France in return for Germany’s captured colonies and to 
dispose of*the Balkans as the situation there, which is 
quite complicated, demands. 


German Emperor Notifies His Commanders. 
London, Oee. 12.—A Central News dispatch from Am­ 
sterdam says it is understood officially in Berlin that 
Emperor W illiam has notified his commanders that the 
central powers have offered peace negotiations, and has 
informed them it is still uncertain whether the offer w ill 
be accepted. They are instructed to keep on fighting until 
the proposition assumes more definite form.

David Lloyd-fleorge, a W elsh a tto r­ 
n ey of humble birth, 
a dem ocrat, a 
m an of the people, 
w ithout 
wealth, 
w ithout social standing, w ithout aris­ 
tocratic 
connections and seemingly 
w ithout friends, is premier, and upon 
the support he receives rests the sal­ 
vation of the country. There is no de­ 
nying this or concealing it. lf th ere 
had been

other 
man 
in

realm equal to the task, or th at the 
governing class thought equal to it, 
Lloyd-George would never have been 
called to the post.

an active legislative

creasing passenger fares to 3 cents per 
mile. 
It is announced that this year the 
roads will keep only one man at Jef­ 
ferson City and In 
will be under in­ 
st nu tions not to give any attention to 
opposing or urging legislation. 
J. E. Hutchinson, division superin­ 
tendent for the Frisco 
railroad

Springfield, will be stationed at Jef­ 
ferson City. 
His duty 
will

watch the progress of bills affecting 
lite railroads, and to report the dates 
on which com m ittee hearings will he 
held, 
'rite roads will then send repre­ 
sentatives to appear publicly before 
com m ittees. 
A lawyer will be sent to 
argue legal points in hills, and operat­ 
ing officers those affecting operation. 
It is understood that New I in Conk­ 
lin, of Kansas City and Carrollton, a 
law yer who lias had wide legislative 
experience, will appear as the legal 
representative of the roads at com ­ 
m ittee hearings.
